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Preface: 


The  following  record  of  the  Caward  family 
has  been  copied  verbatim  from  the  original  re- 
cord written  by  James  B.  Caward, 

In  addition  to  the  original  manuscript, 
the  Research  Division  of  the  Historical  Records 
Survey  has  added  an  appendix  showing,  by  genera- 
tions, the  genealogy  of  the  Caward  family  from 
1742  (first  recorded  generation)  to  iy05  (last 
recorded  generation). 

In  addition  to  this  written  appendix,  a 
genealogical  chart  of  the  Caward  family  has  been 
developed  by  the  Research  Division  of  the  His-' 
torical  Records  Survey,  showing  on  one  page  the 
development  of  the  five  generations  of  this 
family. 

All  of  the  reference  for  both  the  appendix 
and  the  chart  has  been  taken  from  the  original 
maiuscrlpt.  U'here  the  original  manuscript  gives 
no  information,  the  lack  of  this  information  will 
be  shown  on  the  chert. 

Further  research  in  developing  both  the 
chart  and  the  appendix  was  deemed  unnecessary 
because  the  manuscript,  in  its  original  form, 
had  to  be  studied  carefully  in  order  to  secure 
specific  information.

As  I am  indebted  entirely  to  my  father,  for 
all  the  knowledge  I have  of  the  early  history  of 
the  Caward  family,  I can  do  no  better  than  preface 
this  with  the  preface  he  gives  in  the  written  rec- 
ord he  has  left  and  I new  have  in  my  possession:

The  thought  of  writing  out  a genealogy  of  my 
family  has  often  occurred  to  me,  yet  what  is  the 
use,  we  fall  one  after  another  and  are  forgotten 


I have  no  data,  not  even  a bibie  record  and  all 
that  can  be  done  is  to  glean  from  memory  the  few 
scattered  remnants  of  lineage  and  reminiscences 
that  are  yet  unburled  by  the  lapse  of  time.  Thus 
I CO  mence  at  the  age  of  nearly  fifty-five  years 
that  the  knowledge  I have  of  family  matters  be  not 
buried  with  me  in  the  grave  whither  I with  all  my 
race  are  hastening.  I do  it  all  the  more  cheer- 
fully from  the  fact  that  such  a record  however 
scanty  would  be  a grateful  boon  to  me.

John  Caward  was  born  in  Market  Whet on  (Or  Whea- 
to.)  Yorkshire,  England,  about  the  year  1742.  His 
father  was  a freehhlder  and  fanner.  Of  his  mother’s

maiden  name  we  have  no  record.  Whether  they  had 
other  sons  and  daughters  is  unknown  as  is  also  the 
date  of  their  death.  They  left  John  50  of 

land  which  he  tilled  during  his  life  time.  He  mar- 
ried a Miss  Clark.  Of  this  marriage  there  were  six 
children,  Margaret,  Elizabeth,  Ruth,  John,  C^eorge, 

(or  ray  grandfather  who  was  born  Oct. 2,  1775)  and 
James.  One  of  the  girls  married  a Mr.  Appleton  and 
removed  to  Canada  and  all  trace  of  her  lost.  One  died 
young.  The  other  lived  to  ar  advanced  age.  Of  the 
sons  James-  died  early.  John  ^ George  grew  to 
manhood.  Their  father  from  a severe  exposure  con- 
tracted a heavy  cold  in  the  spring  of  1781  which  threw 
him  into  a linger  ng  decline  of  which  he  died  in  the 
year  1784  at  about  the  age  of  42.  The  boys  lived 
with  their  mother  about  3 years.  Then  George  not 
being  able  to  agree  with  his  older  brother  John  to 
whom  the  property  had  been  willed,  left  home  at  the 
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age  of  12  yeare  but  at  the  age  of  16  his  inothor  en- 
treated him  to  come  back  and  manage  the  faitn  which 
he  did  for  1 year  but  as  he  and  John  could  not  agree 
he  left  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  never  after  lived 
at  hcrae*  He  prepared  himself  thorou^ly  in  mathe- 
matics for  nautical  calculations  and  observations. 

John  took  possession  of  the  property  at  his  majority. 
Of  his  family  “-hero  were  two  sons,  John  and  James,  and 
throe  dau^ter_3  of  whose  names  wo  have  no  record. 

John  wont  to  Canada  and  all  trace  of  him  was  lost. 
James  married  a Miss  Mary  BiH>wn.  11107  to  Amer- 

ica in  1843.  He  lived  in  Ontario  County,  H.Y.  sev- 
eral years,  then  removed  to  ^Vhitev/ater,  Wis.  They 
had  nine  children.  He  died  in  1859  aged  42  years. 
Seven  of  his  children  survived  him.  They  (the  chil- 
dren and  mother)  again  removed  and  settled  in  Orosco, 
Iowa.  My  record  s^ys  neither  James*  brother  nor  his 
sisters  left  any  issue. 

Now,  I return  to  grandfather  George  Caward. 

At  the  age  of  21  he  was  installed  an  officer  of  ex- 
cise under  the  Crown.  At  the  age  of  29  (l  think) 
he  stood  next  to  the  Supervisor  of  Hlxclse.  At  25 
he  married  Mias  Mary  Wilson  daugliter  of  Frank  and 
Sarah  Wilson.  (Her  mother^  maiden  name  was  Sherwood) 
and  they  made  their  heme  at  vi/hltby  Workshlre.

was  conflnaod  in  the  Episcopal  Church  at  tho  age 
of  Ifc  yoajwi  but  at  tho  age  of  27  or  £3  he  oxporl- 
onsod  religion  and  as  rmch  of  hia  woric  aa  Officer  of 
i;3Colsd  had  to  be  done  on  Sunday » it  bee  time  distaste- 
ful to  him  and  he  oast  about  for  e change,  end  finally 
decided  to  e?nigrato  to  America • Ke  roalsnod  hia  com- 
mission  end  sold  his  goods*  His  fathor-ln-la^  decid- 
ed to  cone  with  him*  ’flio  company  consisted  of  Pran- 
cia  and  Sarah,  riilson  wUti  their  two  sons  John  and 
Thessea  and  their  daughter  Jane,  George  and  llary  Ga- 
^i7ard  and  five  children  liary,  Garsih,  George  , Kllgabeth 
and  Jane*  They  embarked  in  the  spring  of  1003,  after 
a fair  voyage  of  six  wooks  mra  landed  at  Kew  York, 
thence  to  Albeiny  by  sloop,  thence  by  horse  tooras  to 
fenova,  li.y*,  in  July,  all  well.  They  soon  decided 
to  purchase  the  lot  that  centiaued  to  belong  to  the 
Canards  a a long  as  his  - George  Caward*®  faiolly  siirvived* 
Cne-third  of  this  bee  -me  George  oaward»s,  two-thirds  *^r* 
illson*8#  hater  Grandfather  piirchasod  the  two-thirds 
of  ilr.  Wilson*  fh«y  ront^  a log  house  of  Mr*  ^i^iiith 
on  the  farm  now  owned  by  Woaley  P*  stokoe  and  llvod 
in  it  on©  year*  Tlie  next  year  Grandfathor  built  a 
heuse  In  i^lch  both  fesillica  lived  on©  year  (Mr*  Wil- 
son having  died  during  the  first  year)* 

Ke  then  built  one  for  his  own  ^’amlly  where 
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the  ba3?n  now  stands.  The  hardships  of  converting  a 
forest  into  tilahle  land  were  his.  He  soon  erected 
a potashery  buying  ashes  of  his  neighbors.  Six 
cents  a bushel  being  a high  price,  and  the  nei^bors 
were  glad  to  get  even  the  little  money  that  the  a^es 

brought  in.  In  1812  he  was  cal"^  ed  out  with  his  mili- 
tia to  meet  the  English  at  Sodu  s Point  but  before 
they  arrived  the  English  had  been  beaten  and  all  the 
reinforcements  saw  of  them  was  the  retreating  sails 
of  their  Vessels.  About  this  time  he  erected  a Dis- 
tillery which  he  ran  in  connection  with  his  Potashery  , 
using  up  a great  deal  of  grain.  My  Father  writes 
in  his  record  - His  reason  for  distilling  as  I have 
heard  him  state  was  that  grain  was  almost  worthless 
from  the  fact  that  there  was  no  means  of  transporta- 
tion except  by  v/agons  to  Albany  two  hundred  miles  and 
a four  horse  load  of  wheat  v/as  nearly  expended  before 
the  journey  was  completed,  while  whiskey  and  potash 
brought  a handsome  profit.  On  the  other  hand  he  saw 
with  regret  that  many  of  his  neighbors  wore  becoming 
victims  of  intemperance  and  determined  at  the  ear- 
liest opportunity  to  close  the  Distillery.  As  soon 
as  the  Erie  Canal  was  opened  to  Monte  Zuma  he  began 
to  buy  and  ship  wheat,  having  it  barrelled  and  hauled 
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to  the  different  landings  along  the  west  shore  of 
aenecu  i«ke.  I 1318  ho  co  iRonced  driving  cattle  to 
Kew  York,  This  ho  did  onoo  or  twice  a year  ^intll 
the  dpring  of  18S4.  Wilson  the  youngest  of  the 
family  was  born  In  the  spring  of  13S4*  At  that  tin© 
there  wvore  fourteen  children  belonging  to  the  fami-

Georg© 
married  Miss  Hfinnah  Glark,  Jan. 24,  1828*  Tho  fam- 
llr  had  b<^en  unusually  healthy  but  In  1828  four  of 
thA  girls  became  sickly  and  In  the  early  summer  of 
1829  -nna  died  Elliiabbth  and  Sarah  followed  before 
the  next  spring  and  in  Just  about  one  year  frcta  the 
time  Anna  died,  itargaret  was  bourne  tc  the  grave. 

It  is  claimed  this  was  caused  by  consxmiption*  James 
died  in  the  fall  or  early  winter  of  1831*  In  the  fall 
of  1B33  Ruth  was  s^ax'rled  to  Jonathan  Handly.  They 
mad©  their  hcta©  at  .k’erry,  iVyomlng  Co. 
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Grandniofchor’a  health  had  been  failing  since  the 
girls  died  after  Fiuth*s  marriage  she  seemed  to  give  up, 
and  died  Apj^il  15,  1834,  just  a few  days  after  Wll- 
Ham’s  12th  birthday.  Jane  the  only  dau(^ter  left  at 
homo  became  house-keeper,  Feb.  13,  1837  she  was  mar- 
ried to  Joiin  Foster.  A few  years  later  they  resiiovod 
to  Ohio. 

In  1337  or  1038  grandfather  married  a second 
wife,  widow  of  Smith.  The  follov/ing  fall  he  be- 
gan to  buy  barley  and  ship  it  to  Albany.  This  business 
he  followed  until  ho  was  34  years  old  - 1859.  Tlio 
confidence  v^»ich  the  public  placed  in  him  cannot  bo 
better  shown  than  by  a record  his  son  Wlllla};!  wrote 
Jan  .5#  1079  which  was  as  follovjsa  Only  a few  days 
since  one  of  his  contemporary  buyers  in  Genova  told 
mo  "Faille  your  father  was  in  the  streets  and  wanted 
grain,  the  rest  of  us  could  not  got  a load  thou£^ 
there  might  be  a hundred  loads  standing.  They  would 
wait  until  ni£^it  for  their  turn  to  deliver  to  your 
father”.  In  Jan.  1864  he  became  convinced  that  It  would 
bo  best  to  give  up  the  managesnont  of  all  his  business. 

He  therefore  called  his  sons  George,  John  and  Wllllaa 
for  a consijiltatlon.  At  this  time  it  v;aa  agreed 
that  William  should  return  to  the  old  Homestead 


and  work  It  on  halvoo,  take  care  of  him  and  attend 
to  all  hie  business  wlilch  he  did  during  the  retnainder 
of  his  father's  lifetime.  Thomas  Cawerd  died  Oct.  18, 
1865. 

June  8,  186V  In  the  ninety -sec  end  year  of  his 
age  George  Caward  passed  from  this  life,  liis  confidence 
in  a personal  Salvation  remain5-ng  steadfast  to  the  end. 
His  second  wife  survived  him  by  u few  years.
